RIOT AND BLOODSHED. 


Citizens of Cincinnati, Ohio, Exasperated 
Over the Defeat of the Ends of Justice, 
Seek Summary Vengeance—An Attack on 
the Jail Brings Them in Conflict With the 
Militia, Resulting in the Killing and 
Wounding of Several Citizens—-The Mob 
Arming—Escape of the Murderer, Ber- 
ner. 





CINCINNATI, O., March 29. 

The most exciting night ever known in 
Cincinnati has just closed, and the city 
this morning isin a stunned and dazed 
condition, people asking each other with 
bated breath and blanched cheek, ‘‘When 
is all this to end?” 

The deep feeling of indignation which 
has possessed all minds at thé pusillani- 


mous action of our courts in @ 
general shielding of ~° murderers 
from the penalties due to their 


crimes was multiplied and intensified by 
the shameless verdict of imprisonment 
for a limited term of the red-handed mur- 
derer Berner, indicted for and clearly 
proven guilty of the deliberate and brutal 
murd f Wm. H. Kirk. 

A mnéetting was called by some of the 
best citizens to protest against the action 
of the jury, and by seven o’clock Music 
Hall was well filled with a constantly 
increasing crowd. Long before’ the 
meeting was called to order ten thousand 
people crowded in the hall = and 
surged about the corridors and _ filled 
the space in front of the building. The 
looks of, the people were ominous of evil. 
Those who called the meeting soon saw 
that they had raised a storm that might 
end in a whirlwind, but it was too late to 
back out. They organized with a long 
list of Vice-Presidents and the usual 
officers. They intended to counsel together 
and advise as to the best means of 
ridding Cincinnati of the stain that was 
on her. The more moderate the better, 
inthe presence of the angry element. 
The people were aroused—it was not a 
mob of the lower classes, but an angry 
gathering of the best citizens, indignant 
beyond control—a smouldering fire that 
only needed a breath to fan it into a roar- 
ing flame. 


Dr. Kemper, a respected citizen, was 
made chairman, and made a conservative 
speech counselling moderation and dis- 
closing how to correct the abuses of 
criminal proceedure and jury trial. An 
allusion to the Berner jury was met by 
cries of “hang them;”’ ‘thang them all;”’ 
“Jynch ’em.’? One man called out: ‘I 
thought we came here to organize a vig- 
ilance committee; if so, let us go to 
work.”? Shouts of ‘Yes, yes,’’ mingled 
with a few feeble noes” greeted the sug- 
gestion. 

Order was partially restored and the 
speaker introduced General Hickenlooper, 
who spoke in the same strain, with fre- 
quent interruptions of the same sort. 

Then Judge Carter comes forward and 
addresses them, giving his long experi- 
ence on the bench, and_= saying 
he had not heard of such an _ out- 
rage on Jaw in all his life before. 
If the jury was believed to have been 
dishonest in this matter they should 
be allowed to leave the country, for 
they were not fit to live in a civilized 
country. 

A voice called out: “What about Tom 
Campbell, the great criminal lawyer?” 

“If he is as dishonest as you seem to 
think he is, let him go, too,’’ replied the 
judge. 

The answering cheers almost lifted the 
roof. 

A big brawny fellow in an upper gal- 
lery let down a rope in the sight of all. 
It was suggestive, and ina minute a score 
more of ropes were in sight, and shouts 
of “Hang ’em all;’”? ‘gut the jail;” 
‘shoot them down on sight,”’ etc., were 
heard on all sides. 

Resolutions strong and sharp were 
brought in and passed with a whirl. A 
friend. of Campbell, Benners Laymer, 
tried to amend them, but the crowd 
would have none of it. They became 
more and more boisterous; their blood 
was getting hotter; the tiger in men’s 
bosoms was awakened. The leader saw 
they must, if possible, avert mischief and 
as quickly as possible adjourned at 9:43, 
and in five minutes the hall was empty. 

Mayor Stevens was sick in bed and the 
whole duty of preserving the peace rested 
upon the Sheriff. 

At five minutes of ten the fire bells 
struck 621, the number of the Court- 
house. Instantly the city was in commo- 
tion. Everybody knew what it meant. 
Crowds filled the jail. Fifteen thousand 
people were there in fifteen minutes. 
The first overt act was by some boys who 
began to stone the jail. Very soon a 
crowd gathered. It was soon reinforced 
from the Music Hall meeting. Ina short 
time all the windows of the jail were 
broken. 

The crowd had ropes. They broke into 
a carriage factory across the street and 
took out a huge beam sledge-hammer, &c. 
A dozen men ran with the beam as a bat- 
tering ram against the jail doorand forced 
it open. 

The police upon arriving in the vicinity 
of the jail commanded the crowd to move; 
not being obeyed, they fired, but as no 
one was hurt it was presumed the police 
fired in the air—they being deeply insym- 
pathy with the movement to condemn 
the outrageous Berner verdict. A shotor 
two was fired from the jail, but the crowd 
refused to move. 

Inside the Sheriff, Jailer and Deputies 
kept themselves as calm as possible. 

The mob found Berner gone. They 
tried to find the Burkers and to batter 
down the cell door of one of them. By 
this time the police were thick about 
them. They got possession of the jail 
and restored order in a slight degree; 
but they did not dare to make any ar- 
rests; the mob would not allow it. They 
filled the house and roamed about un- 
checked seeking some luckless criminal 
on whom to wreak vengeance. There 
was shooting but it was up to this time 
only from the mob firing in the air. 

The First Regiment of the O. N. G. were 
drilling in their armory acouple of squares 
away from the jail. Sherjff Hawkins 
brought over a detachment and intro- 
duced them into the jail through the cel- 
lar. The mob filled the corriders. They 
were ordered to withdraw, but refused, 
and the militia opened fire, shooting, 
perhaps, sixty rounds. The corridors 





were filled with smoke, the gas went unt’ 


and pandemonium reigned, but the mob 
was driven out. - 

What the effect of the shooting was on 
the mob is not at this hour (midnight) 
known. Two policemen were shot by 
the rioters, one militiaman, one civil 
ian and one boy, the last badly hurt. 


The mob remained outside howling, 
yelling and_ threatening vengeance. 
They gathered up material and 
made a bonfire against the 


strong, thick stone walls of the jail. 
The flames made a great light and a yell 
was raised that the jail had been fired. It 
looked as though the mob had deter- 
mined on a wholesale holocaust. An 


alarm was turned on and the engines - 


came to the scene, but could not get near 
the place for the crowd, and seeing what 
it was, went back again. ‘There was no 
danger there of fire. The mob kept pres- 
ent, howling as very demons, but doing 
nothing. 

No confusion was ever worse. No one 
could get inside the jail to find out the 
situation there. It was an hour and a 
half before a boy shot inside could be 
brought out. 


During the confusion it was next 
to impossible to get at the 
facts, but at 1:30 a. m._ things 
were quieting down some. It then 


appeared that there was an actual con- 
flict between the mob and military. When 
the inner door between the reception 
room and cell rooms was broken down 
the military fired on the mob at that 
place and Lew Kent, a laborer 
and member of the mob, was 
shot and killed. Thisseemed to break the 
spirit of the mob, though they did not re- 
tire hastily. A number of brickbats were 
thrown by them at the soldiers and po- 
lice, but generally there was not mucb 
bitterness of feeling displayed on either 
side. The great superiority’ of the de- 
fenders of the jail over the unarmed and 
imp®omptu mob was so manifest when the 
former opened fire that it would 
have been utter folly to make any further 
effort. Some twenty-five or thirty men 
were arrested in jail. The jailer’s resi- 
dence in the jail, which was enter¥ by a 
portion of the mob, was rudely handled, 
the windows broken and _— furniture 
smashed. From this a number of men 
made their way into the kitchen and 
thence to the lower corridor. After the 
apparent relinquishment of the main ef- 
fort to get at the prisoners the mob lin- 
gered outside, throwing stones and brick- 
bats at the windows. 

1:45 A. M.—News just comes from the 


jail that the niob is not defeated yet. - 


They have broken into the armory of 
the Veteran Regiment and taken the 


guns. More firing has been done at the 
jail. The mob is now looking for ammu- 


nition with a prospect of success. 

The mob broke into the National Guard 
armory, took out about 1,000 muskets, 
formed three abreast and marched to the 
jail. They shot away all their ammuni- 
and then marched down Main street and 
broke open Kittredge’s gun store, which 
they rifled, taking everything they could 
lay their hands onin. the shape of arms 
and ammunition. 

2a.M.—<At this hour the number of 
the mobis perhaps from 2,000 to 3,000. 
They are swearing they will yet get iu 
and hang all the murderers inside. They 
have procured a barrel of coal oil and 
poured it over the Sheriff’s office, swear- 
ing they would yet burn down the build- 
ing, and some are meditating an attack 
on the gun stores for arms. The militia 
and police are all on the inside awaiting 
developments. 

The mob fired on the soldiers when the 
latter came up from the cellar. The 
murderers in the cells were scared nearly 
to death. Johnson, the black burker, was 
nearly white. 

The First Regiment’s armory has been 
guarded for three nights in anticipation 
of this affair, but the Veteran regiment, 
of which Sheriff Hawkins is Colonel, did 
not take the same precaution. 

2;15 a. mM.—Newton Cobb, of Man- 
chester, O., was shot in the shoulder by 
a soldier, through the jail window. Cobb 
was a by-stander on the sidewalk. The 
crowd claim soldiers are firing un- 
necessarily upon the outsiders merely 
looking on. On the other hand the 
soldiers dread an effort to burn the 
place or blow it up by rolling coal, oil 
barrels into the basement and justify 
themselves in clearing the sidewalks on 
that account. It is said that’ number of 
women spectators have been hurt with 
random shots. The-firing of gunsis still 
heard at intervals. 

2:30 a. M.—The firing by soldiers from 
the windows has been terribly destruct- 
ive. The following wounded have been 
gathered into the drug-store at Court and 
Walnut streets and at the hotel near: 

James Green, dying. . 

Walter Fay, dying. 

James Turk, mortally wounded. 

F. Soehn, bad wound in thigh. 

Ed Duleff, shot in the legs. 

These were all bystanders, and there is 
a growing bitter feeling against the 
soldiers. 

The mob has taken all the arms they 
want from Kittredge’s store, including a 
sinall cannon. 5 

CINCINNATI, O., March 29. 

Berner was sentenced to twenty years 
in the Penitentiary, the full limit 
of the law. It appears that after 
the sentence he was disguised and placed 
in a buggy with Deputy Sheriff 
Dominick Devoto and driven to Linwood, 
where they got aboard the Morrow ac- 
commodation and went to Loveland 
to await the arrival of Criminal 
Deputy Joe Moses with the neces- 
sary papers for committal to the Peni- 
tentiary. It became known that Berner 
was at Loveland and a crowd gathered. 
When the train with Moses aboard came 
in and Devoto and Berner went to board 
it the crowd made a rush for Berner. He 
ran through a car and escaped, and is 
still at large. 

Berner, when he_ escaped from 
the mob, rushed through the la- 
dies’ car, knocking a woman down. A 
man shouted, ‘Train robber! Shoot 
him!” Four revolvers were drawn but 
none fired as he was so quickly out of the 
car. He jumped off, and was seen by 4 
woman to run to the river bank, where 
he passed out of sight and has not since 
been heard from. The people blame

Two More Nights of Terror in Cincinnati— 
Over Two Hundred and Fifty Persons 

| Milled aed Wounded—The Court-House, 
With All the Hamilton County Records 
and One of the Finest Law Libraries in the 
Werld Burned—Troops From All Parts of 
the State March to the Rescue and Suc- 
ceed in Dispersing the Rioters. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 30. 

If any faint hopes were entertained that 
the awful work of Friday night had ap- 
peased the incendiary spirit of the desper- 
ate mob which made the streets run with 
blood, they have been rudely dispelled by 
subsequent events. 

All day Saturday strangers from over 
the river and from this side poured into 
the city, and, like timber coming in con- 
tact with the spark, were all aflame with 
the spirit of lawlessness as soon as they 
mingled with the levelers already engaged 
in the work of destruction, and added 
fresh fuel to the fires which for a brief 


hour had smouldered. 
WARLIKE PREPARATIONS. 


All day long crowds, mostly of curious 
#pectators, thronged the neighborhood of 
the jail. Toward night they increased. 
Then the Sheriff began to prepare for 
business. Barricades were built across 
the streets at some distance from the jail, 
and guards thrown out some distance be- 
yond them, no one being allowed inside 
without a pass. 

Heavy transfer wagons were upturned 
in the street and building material, wood, 
stone and iron from neighboring build- 
ings were appropriated to construct a 
strong defense for the purpose of prevent- 
ing a rush of people to the vicinity of the 
jail. 

Inside the jail the broken defenses were 
repaired. Great beams were propped 
against the doors so that they could not 
be battered down. 

Colonel Hunt bad mustered as many of 
his First regiment as could be brought 
out, and the jailhad all the appearance ofa 
fortress except heavy guns. That most 
fearful street engine of destruction, the 
gatling gun, belonging to the police force, 
was also on duty. 

Late in the evening the city was flooded 
with the following poster: 

“Public safety demands immediate 
action. Organize in every ward. Heal 
sores by purifying the body. Serve no- 
tice to criminals, criminal lawyers, gamb- 
lers and prostitutes to leave Hamilton 
County within three days and remain 
away forever, or suffer the penalty. So 
long as the present clique of criminal 
lawyers that infest the city are permitted 
to remain and corrupt jurors, 
outrage justice and shield criminals, 
just that long will our citizens be mw&- 
dered, our property destroyed and pro- 
tection by the law be denied. Make one 
clean sweep while we are atit. A vigi- 
lance committee of 200 in each ward, com- 
posed of the best citizens, can by earnest 
work cleanse the moral atmosphere in three 
days. Organize at once and serve notice 
to all disreputable characters in the ward 
to leave and never return. The reputa- 
tation of the city demands a change or 
wickedness will reign supreme.” 





A Night of Terror. 
CINCINNATI, O., March 30. 

While Deputy-Sheriff Hawkins carefully 
protected the front and flanks by barri- 
cades, as already described, an immense 
crowd gathered in front of the Court-house 
and the large plate-glass was crashed in 
by boulders. This gave an entrance to 
the jail yard and to the jail through the 
tunnel, but only to a small number at 4a 
time. 

At ten another and this times 
successful attempt to fire the Court-house 
was made. Several barrels of petroleum 
were rolled into the Treasurer’s oftice 
and the torchapplied. Captain Jack Des- 
mond, who entered the room and extin- 
guished the flames was immediately shot 
through the head and kliled. This deter- 
red others from interferring, and although 
the fire made butslow progress, it burned 
steadily on until nothing but blackened 
and forbidding walls marked the spot 
where the costly structure had stood; the 
magnificent law library, the second in ex- 
tent and value in the United States, and 
the records of the county were destroy- 
ed, entailing an irreparable loss to the 
community. 

Meantime a surging, howling, insane 
crowd thronged the streets for many 
squares in all directions from the Court- 
house, refusing to let the firemenattempt 
to put out the fire, while a constant 
fusilade of arms of all kinds and 
calibre supplemented with showers of 
stones poured in upon the jail where the 
police and militia were posted, and was 
answered with deadly effect from the be- 
leaguered garrison. 

The bursting of the barrels of coal oil 
with deep detonations occurring at short 
intervals gave rise to the report that can- 
non was being used by the mob, andadded 
greatly to the terror of the occasion. 

The fire spread to other buildings in the 
vicinity and among others destroyed a 
large carriage factory. 

At midnight a lull was noticed in the 
mad onslaught of the mob, whether from 
sheer exhaustion or because of awe at the 
extent of their own awful work, could not 
be determined. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 30. 

11:30 A.M.—At least fifty men are killed 
and 200 wounded. The Court-house and all 
the County records have been burned and 
the loss is estimated at millions. All the 
troops in the State are being centralized 
here and preparations are being made for 
a desperate resistance.

Another Account. 
CINCINNATI, O., March 20. 

What with the tremendous slaughter of 
men, the destruction of the Court House 
and theanarchy for the time prevailing,Cin- 
cinnati last night earned the title of the 
Paris of America, in a sense not at 
all complimentary to the city. Citi- 
zens who hoped the trauble had 
terminated with the demonstration on 
Friday night, realized the seriousness of 
the situation last night. The city was at 
the mercy of the mob. The streets are 
running with blood. Terrified people 
were kept awake in their beds by the 
deadly sound of fire arms. Surgeons 
were everywhere with bloody hands dress- 
ing the wounds of men shot down in the 
streets. Men were defending their prem- 
ises from the rapacity of the mob, and 
there were all the other scenes of an- 
archy. It was about 9:30 p. m. local 
time when the mob commenced its 
attack on the First Regiment of the 
Ohio National Guards, which was 
stationed in the jail and Court-house 
and bebipd barricades in the streets. 
Attacks and repulses continued till the 
Bourteenth Olio Infantry arrived. and in 
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the meantime the Court-house was fired 
thoroughly so as to be untenable by the 
soldiers, and the Fire Department were 
driven away by the mob. The Court- 
house had been burning an _ hour 
and a half, when the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment, 300 men strong, arrived. This was 
a little after eleven o'clock, local time. 
This regiment came up Sycamore street 
and entered the barricade on Sycamore 
and East Court streets, facing the jail on 
the eastern side. Colonel Emmons at 
once formed his men and proceeded to 
CLEAR THE STREETS 

adjacent to the jail and Court-house. He 
charged the crowd and fired into it, shoot-, 
ing to kill. The sound of the arms was 
so continuous that people supposed the 
Gatling gun was used, Colonel Hunt of 
the First Regiment said it was not used, 
The most extravagant stories were circu- 
lated about it, such as that one turn of 
the crank laid thirteen men _ dead 
in a bloody heap. From that moment 
and by that prompt action of the military, 
the mob was suppressed for the night, 


AT THE HOSPITAL, 


“Tt reminds me of bloody battles dur- 
ing the war,’’ said a veteran «army sur- 
surgeon at the City Hospital last night. 
Men were brought in constantly with the 


MOST HORRIBLE LOOKING WOUNDS, 


With very few exceptions all were made 
with large balls that tore fearful 
looking gashes. Some were gasping their 
last as they were carried in on stretchers. 
Others had only hours’ or min- 
utes to live, and many were certain to 
lose arms or legs. Inthe small operating 
rooms With the corps of surgeons and 
nurses busy at work, the night men were 
assisted by the full day watch. The scene 
was indescribably sickening to the no- 
vice, and even experienced physicians 
were appalled at the magnitude of the 
bloody business. 


The Majesty of the Law Again Asserted. 
CINCINNATI, O., March 31. 

Plans for the protection of life and prop- 
erty have been-matured. There had been 
greatneedofahead. Mayor Stephens had 
been dangerously ill with pneumonia, and 
Saturday left his bed at the risk of his 
life to give directions. He spent the 
whole night in his office and at points 
where he could do most. Yesterday he 
Was in great danger of a relapse, 
but his plans took shape and _ vir- 
tual control of both civil and 
military is in the hands of eminent citi- 
zens, With General J. D. Cox as leading 
adviser. Yesterday morning the Mayor 
issued a formal call for a meeting of citi- 
zens to devise means for protecting the 
city from the ravages of the mob. A list 
of one hundred names was selected, and 
a majority of them notified at once, the 
greater number of whom responded to 
the call immediately at the Mayor's 
office. 

About 8:50 o’clock a regiment from Co- 
lumbus, guarding the Court street ap- 
proach, was fired into by one of the mod 
from analley between Main and Walnut, 
on Court. The troops answered the 
challenge by a few shots, which was fol- 
lowed by a volley and several shots from 
the Gatling gun stationed there. The 
number of injured could not be ascer- 


tained. The tiring then continued in all 
directions. It was the purpose of the 


militia to clear the strects. 

The rioters had fallen off to about one- 
half the number of the preceding night, 
and their spirit seemed broken by the bit- 
ter arrangements for their reception, and 
the prompt and energetic action of the 
militia. 

At three o’clock this morning there 
were very few people on the strects. The 
police were distributed about the central 
part of the city, and where three or more 
men were found together they were 
ordered to move on. Quiet rengned. 
There was a great deal of powder burnt 
during the night, but not a great many 
bullets fired to kill. The shooting before 
midnight was apparently heavier 
and more constant than Satur- 
day night, and up to eleven o'clock 
or even midnight, it was believed the 
dead list would be greatly increased by 
the night’s work; this did not prove to 
be the case, as not more than three men 
have been killed and possibly twice that 
humber wounded. The war is now 
thought to be over, and it is time to 
count the cost and consider the cause and 
effect of the terrible affair. 

Thieves are industriously plying their 
trade in localities exposed by the with- 
drawal of the police. 

By order of the Secretary of War, a 
detachment of United States regulars is 
held in readiness to protect United States 
property here, if necessary. 

Among the men in jail for participating 
in the riot is ““Peggy’’? Warren, a member 
of the last Legislature of Ohio. He is 
said to have been among the most active 
in counselling robbing of gun stores.

TheGrand Jury of Garland County have 
returned indictments against S. A. 
Doran, D. R. Pruitt, Jno. Allison, H. Ken- 
ning and J. Lucius, parties to the Flynn- 
Doran tragedy on the 9th of February, for 
murder in the first degree for the killing 
of John Flynn, and the same for the kill- 
ing of John Hall; also a true bill against 
S. A. Doran and D. R. Pruitt for assault 
with intent to kill Frank and Wm. Flynn. 
It is thought that before the Grand Jury 
gets through considering this case they 
will return indictments against Frank 
and Wm. Flynn for murder in the first 
degree. 
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First Fruits of the Cincinnati Sacrifice. 

INIANAPOLIS, IND., March 31. 

After thirty-two hours the jury in 

the Andrew Koerner wife murder case 
returned a verdict of guilty Saturday 
evening with the death penalty. The 
evidence against Koerner was wholly 





circumstantial and not altogether 
complete, and the death penalty 
was therefore unexpected. The de- 
plorable situation in Cincin- 


nati, however, gives its emphasis, and 
for this reason the result meets with 
unanimous approval. Koerner killed his 
vife in a sudden frenzy three days before 
Christmas and sought to lay the crime 
upon bis brother, then upon a neighbor 
and afterward upon tramps. There were 
no witnesscs to the tragedy. , 





AFTER THE BATTLE. 


The Quiet After the Storm—The Military 
Resting Behind the Barricades, While 
the Citizens Grimly Inspect the Battle- 
Field—Matterings, Like Distant Thunder, 
Still Heard—The Dead and Wounded—The 
Lost Records. 





CINCINNATI, O., April 1. 
To night has been very auiet. When 
the Smallest nucleus of a crowd ap- 


peared anywhere within sight of the barri- 
cades the soldiers ordered the people to 
move on andin every instance the order was 
promptly obeyed. Young Getz, who was 
shot by accident in the afternoon, was 
still alive butin a dying condition at 1 
A.M. Anorder has been issued for the 
attendance to-day at the funeral of Cap- 
tain Desmond. Each regiment is or- 
dered to detail one company to report at 
7 a. m. Colonel Hunt will command. 
Generals Anderson and Ryan and Adju- 
tant Gage are requested to attend to re- 
present the staff. The city is patrolled 
by members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in addition to the police force. 
There have been several arrests of drunken 
men and the police closed saloons at mid- 
night. The smouldering fire in the Re- 
corder’s office broke out to-night but was 
soon extinguished. 
DEAD AND DYING. 

Since the last report four additional 
deaths have occurred at the hospital, 
Fred Beckenhors, Leroy Simons, Chas. 
Miller and Andrew ‘Nichols. The exact 
number of dead and wounded will proba- 
bly never be ascertained, on account of 
many of the wounded being carried away 
by friends, but the number killed out- 
right or dying at the hospital up to mid- 
night last night is forty-one, as shown 
by city undertakers and hospital records 
and such information from those taken 
home as could be had, and the number of 
wounded compiled from the same source 
is 120, There are probably half as many 
more wounded and not reported. 

STILL INDIGNANT. 

There are two factions producing the 
disturbances. The first, and now much 
the more prominent, is composed whoily 
of the vicious class proper, who aim only 
at ruin, destruction and pillage, who have 
seized on the occasion for that purpose. 
The other is now largely of the German 
element, whose only object is to deal 
suinmary justice on the unhung = mur- 
derers. They are still indignant at the 
failure of Friday night’s attempt, and 
from them will come future trouble in 
that line after the military departs, if it 
comes atall. Even the women are vin- 
dictive. Said one to-day: “Wait till the 
soldiers go away and you'll see. Right 
is right, and we will hang those fellows 
yct.”” 

DESTRUCTION OF RECORDS. 

The chief topic of conversation amoung 
the lawyers who walked about the ruined 
Court-house was the effect upon all legal 
business of this destruction of records. 
As to real estate titles not much more 
than inconvenience is expected, as many 
deed records were saved; and besides an 
abstract company has a copy of abstracts 
of all titles which, with deeds in posses- 
sion of individuals, keep the chain of 
titles clear. The greatest inconvenience 
and loss will result from the loss of origi- 
nal vouchers in the cases of estates, as- 
signments and trusts in the Probate 
Court. 

How to collect the June taxes is a 
problem not yet solved. The commis- 
sioners have asked to be present when 
the treasurer opens his safe. This is be- 
cause there is no means of determining 
how much money he has there belonging 
to the county. The destruction of rec- 
ords of civil suits, while causing incon- 
venience, will clear up many tangled and 
tedious cases, and probably not be an un- 
mitigated disaster. 

WARLIKE. 

During the day the scenes about the 
jail and Court-house were strikingly like 
those witnessed in war times. Barricades 
were constantly lined with guns, lying 
ever ready at any instant for service. 
Within the lines on Sycamore strest 
stood five pieces of artillery with artillery 
men on guard. On the sidewalks were 
soldiers off duty, sitting down or 
stretched on blankets asleep, with knap- 
sacks for pillows. There was none of 
the rollicking humor usually seen In 
militia corps, but the tone was that of 
sol:liers after a hard-fought battle. The 
general conversation was in low tones. 

A considerable number’ of citizens 
mingled with the soldiers, talking quietly 
or lookixg at the signs of mob violence at 
the jail or Court-house, or on the De Bolt 
building, where so many bullet marks are 
visible. The jail office is still in the con- 
fused condition in which the mob left {t. 
Great beams and timbers, used as props 
to the broken doors, are still in place. 
Sight-seers occasionally wandered 
through the ruins of the Court-housie, 
but the toppling inner walls, hanging 
iron joists and stair railings, as weil 
as uncertain floors, made that 
too venturesome for most visitors. Pho- 
tographers an artists were taking views 
and sketches of the ruins. People out- 
side did not gather in crowds near the 
barricades. Something in the sugge’t- 
ive readiness of those protruding guns 
and an uncomfortable uncertainty wheth- 
er they might not be fired upon an insuf- 
ficient provocation, took away all interest 
to mere sightseers. The people did not 
like to see a squad collected anywhere in 
sight of the soldiers and the police re- 
quest to ‘*move on’’ was always prompt- 
ly obeyed. 

FEEDING SOLDIERS. 

The subsistence of the troops at the jail 
was comparatively easy, though the first 
meal taken by the Fourteenth Regiment 
was very unsatisfactory. It was served 
Sunday morning by placing on the side- 
walk a barrel of bread, baskets of boiled 
beef and milk cans filled with coffee. The 
only table was the sidewalk and the only 
tableware was a tin-cup for each man. 
Since then they have been fed at a res- 
taurant within the lines. It was observed 
with unfavorable comment that one of 
the several saloons within the lines was 
open and doing an excellent business.
